ly w ithout a word of debate.

throw n down by Mr. Richardson of 
Tennessee, the minority leader, after 
the adoption by a strict party vote of 
a special order for the consideration 
of the bill which perm itted debate 
upon it until 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
but cu t off all opportunity to offer 
am endm ents except such as had been 
agreed upon by the ways and means 
The adoption of the rule 
had been preceded by a storm y de­ 
bate, in the course of which the Dem­ 
ocrats protested against the applica­ 
tion of the “gag" which Mr. Hay of 
V irginia charged was m eant to pre­ 
vent a free expression, not only by 
the Democrats, but by some of the 
Republicans, attention being especial­ 
ly directed toward Mr. Babcock of 
W isconsin, the father of the bill, to 
am end the steel schedule of the pres­ 
ent tariff law. They also charged that 
such a method of procedure was min­ 
imizing the influence of the house and 
m aking it simply a m achine to regis­ 
ter the decree of the few men in con­ 
trol. 
Mr. Babcock said th at he sup­ 
ported the program on the ground that 
the issue presented for the repeal of 
the w ar revenue taxes should not be 
com plicated with other m atters.

BLATCHLEY^ WARNING. 


Tells the People to Beware ot the 
Seventeen Year Locusts. 


State G eologist Blatchley says the 
pest known as the 17-year locusts will 
undoubtedly be upon us this year, and 
he advises people who thought of set­ 
ting out new orchards this spring to 
wait until next fail. 
Blatchley predicted almost a year 
ago that the locusts would be here tins 
year. 
Their stay will be brief, some 
three or four weeks, but those who 
own orchards, especially new ones, 
will have plenty of reason to remem­ 
ber them. 
Their last v I - It was early 
in June, 188.7, and they will come 
about the same time this year. 
They 
will be impartial in their attentions. > 
visiting most sections of the state. 
Another kind, the 13-year brood, visits 
certain parts of the state. 
\c u n g trees especially will suffer 
from the locusts, as will also young 
twigs of old trees. 
The whole tree is 
not killed, but in the case of a young 
tree all the twigs may be killed and 
the tree tetarded. 
It is in deporting 
its eggs that the locust does i s work 
of destruction. 
The egg is cejosited 
bv means of the ovipositor, a small 
lu te which makes slits in the twig* of 
the tree. 
The eggs are deposited neat 
ly in rows. 
Sometimes thousands of 
locusts will get on one tree, and as 
the twig in which the egg "is deposited 
always dies and falls to the ground, 
great damage can thus be done. After 
the twig has fallen, the young locust 
hatches and then burrows into the 
ground, where it remains 17 tears. 
They have been found as dtc.j as 20 
feet below the surface of the ground. 
Ti is year's crop of locusts will come 
from eggs deposited IT year# ago. 
Blatchley says the only 
way to 
guard against the locusts is to build a [ 
frame around young trees and cover 
them with cheesecloth. 
According to 
him, locusts have no sting, but have a 
beak which they can stick into one s 
flesh, producing a w*ound similar to 
that caused by a kissing bug. 
The num bered locusts is decreasing 
each successive appearance, 
due in 
part to the fact that bog# and poultry, 
as well as English sparrows, feed on 
them. 
The clearing away of trees also 
is dim inishieg their number.

W ashington, Feb. 18.—W ith the pas­ 
sage of the war revenue reduction bill 
in the house yesterday informal plans 
are being considered on both sides of 
the cham ber for the consideration of 
the Cuban reciprocity question now 
pending before the ways and means 
committee. 
Chairman Payne says 
that no definite plan has yet been m a­ 
tured for taking 
up the question, 
either by the Republican m em bers or 
by the com m ittee as a whole. 
At the 
same tim e there 13 a pretty general 
understanding among the Republican 
members of the committee th a t they 
will confer on the subject later in the 
week. 
The Dem ocratic members of the 
ways and means committee m et yes­ 
terday afternoon after the passage of 
the war revenue repeal act to con­ 
sider plans for dealing with the Cuban 
reciprocity question when It comes 
up. No definite line of action was de­ 
term ined upon.

It la Not a G ood P la c e F o r a Man o f 
S m a n In com e. 
An American who 4n the classical 
language of his country is at present 
“located” In London w ants to know 
whether any city iu the world is quite 
so niggardly' as our town. 
Ile has 
been going the round of the London 
restaurants and has encountered in the 
management of them a spirit which 
distresses him. 
“There is, to begin 
with,” he saj’s, “a charge of from tw o­ 
pence to sixpence for guarding your 
hat and coat in the cloakroom, and a 
tip in addition is expected. 
You want 
to wash your hands—another twopence 
or another sixpence aud auntlier tip. 
You take up the menu, aud, behold, 
there is an intim ation that a charge of 
threepence each person will be made 
under the guise of ‘table money.’ The 
charge varies according to thk nature 
of tho place. Threepence is the lowest 
and slxjience perhaps the average. At 
a great m any restaurants it is I shil­ 
ling and in at least two that I have vis­ 
ited Is. Cd. 
The only difference Is 
that In the lower priced restaurants it 
is called ‘table money’ and in the high­ 
er priced ones placed under the capti­ 
vating heading of ‘convert.’ 
To my 
mind, an entrance fee frankly dem and­ 
ed at the door would be much less of­ 
fensive than to find yourself asked at 
the end of a dinner to pay for the trou­ 
ble and expense of deaning up the cut­ 
lery you have used.” 
His conclusion of the whole m atter is 
that “ London lives by imposing a fixed 
tariff on the accessories th at in every 
other city I have ever been to ar® 
thrown in gratis,” and he thinks th at 
being a gentlem an is one of the most 
expensive professions un Englishm an 
can have. 
He declares It to be an ut­ 
ter delusion th at London is a cheap 
place to live in. 
“For the poor m an,” 
he says, “the man whose income is less 
than £800 a year, there Is no city where 
less can be had in the way of comforts 
and even the necessities of life. 
In 
New York it is only tho luxuries that 
cost. The expenses of everyday living 
may be as great or as small as one 
cares to m ake them. 
New York, in 
fact, is laid out for the poor man. 
From the transportation system to the 
price of such fundam ental charges on 
the household treasury as coal, Ice, 
fuel, meat, bread, milk tftid fruit, al­ 
most everything conspires to bring him 
In a good return for a very small out­ 
lay. 
All these things are cheaper in 
New York than in London.”—London 
Chronicle.

T a r n o f a I’b ru o e . 
Jam es Russell Lowell said, “There’s 
a deal O’ solid kicking in the meekest 
looking mule.”' If the statem ent had 
been, “There’s a good deal of obstinacy 
covered by apparent am iability,” the re­ 
m ark might have passed w ithout a mo­ 
m ent's notice, but attached to such a 
figure as the poet used it will be diffi­ 
cult for Jhe mind ever to get rid of it. 
Mazziul says, “Labor is the divine 
law of our existence.” This Is little 
more than commonplace, but when he 
added, “Repose is desertion and sui­ 
cide,” the commonplace was transfig­ 
ured into a memorable illustration, 
A French w riter said, “The really ef­ 
ficient laborer will be found not to 
crowd his day with work.”

Carlyle, a great m aster of metaphor, 
said truly: “No man lives w ithout jo t 
tllng and being jostled. In all ways he 
has to elbow him self through the 
world, giving and receiving offense. 
The doctrine of this sentence might 
easily have become a mere platitude, 
but it is fixed upon the memory by jo t 
tllng and tieing jostled and the elbow 
ing of oneself through the world. This 
illustration is the very making of the 
argum ent.—Joseph Parker, D, D., in 
Homiletic Review.
